T h e H u n tin gton Suit. 
Xew York, December 5th.—In the H unt­ 
ington suit yesterday the testimony given 
was ail in the form of depositions, chiefly 
cumulative and corroborative of that of 
the preceding days. William E. Brown 
testified that the lump sum agreed upon in 
the settlement of the Lombard suit was 
$280,000. All the stock that came into the 
hands of the Contract and Finance Com­ 
pany was divided between Huntington, 
Crocker, Stanford and Hopkins. The de­ 
position of Charles Crocker, taken by a 
commission, was read by Choate. Croelcer 
deposed that lie knew nothing about the 
records of the Contract and Finance Com­ 
pany, or what became of them after the 
company was wound up. 
Crocker said 
Huntington had 110 authority to buy stock 
in joint contract; knew nothing of the pur­ 
chase of stock of the plaintiff until after it 
was made. The highest price paid for stock 
by him or Hopkins and Stanford was, so far 
as he knew, par. The deposition of Leland 
Stanford was next ottered. 
He said when 
Win. H. Aspinwall visited California in 
1870, he visited his office in San Francisco. 
Stanford said Aspinwall told him he had 
sold his stock to Huntington ; did not tell 
him of any conditions attaching to the sale, 
or that it was to be cancelled at his pleas­ 
ure. Sanford had never heard of any over­ 
issue of stock of the Central Pacific Com­ 
pany of California; did not believe there 
had ever been any over issue. The deposi­ 
tion explained at great length the negotia­ 
tions 
between 
Stanford and Lombard, 
which ended in the purchase of the Lom­ 
bard stock at $400 a share. 
Stanford 
claimed 
that 
the 
money 
was 
paid 
to 
compromise 
a 
blackmailing 
suit 
which 
was 
threatened, 
and 
which, 
if it had 
been made public, would 
have destroyed the credit of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Company. It was notin any 
sense a purchase of stock, and the price 
nominally paid could not be taken as the 
actual price of Central Pacific stock. Choate 
put in evidence the Brannan complaint 
against Huntington, Stanford, Crocker and 
Hopkins, after the reading of which and 
portions of the depositions of O. Frank 
Smith and MosesG. Cobb, of San Francisco, 
in reference to the compromise of the Bran­ 
nan suit, Choate rested his case. The re­ 
mainder of the session of the Court was 
occupied by Conkling, who moved to dis­ 
miss the complaint, made a long argument 
in support of the motion, insisted, as a well- 
settled point in law. that after Stewart had 
made the demand on Huntington for his 
stock, and Huntington 
refused to re­ 
turn it, the contract was ended, and 
Stewart’s only proper 
remedy was a 
suit 
to 
recover 
damages 
for 
the 
conversion of bis stock. He bad no longer 
the right to elect to demand the highest 
price paid for the stock by anybody to any­ 
body. Conkling also claimed that it was 
shown by the testimony that Stewart’s 
stock was not of the first issue of $8,500,­ 
000, but of the $20,000,000 issue; that the 
Lombard stock, which was taken by de­ 
fendants at $100 per share to compromise a 
blackmailing suit, was of the $8,500,000 
issue, and that therefore Stewart could not 
claim under his alleged contract the price 
paid for the Lombard stock, as it was not 
similar to his own. 
At the conclusion of 
Conkling's argument the Court adjourned. 
Ir reg u la rities in llio O ffice o f th e F irst 
C om p troller. 
W ashington. December 5th.—At a meet­ 
ing of the Committee on Expenditures of 
the Department of Justice, to-day, Chair­ 
man Springer read a letter from J. J. Bar­ 
ker. former Treasury Clerk, reiterating the 
charges made by him some time ago against 
the management of the office of First Comp­ 
troller of the Treasury Department. In 
explanation of the charges Barker said he- 
called the attention of the Comptroller to* 
what he considered illegal allowances of 
per diem, and goes on to say: “ He said 
he had written a decision on this same sub­ 
ject. 
I told him his decision had not 
reached the fourth door of his office. The 
< ,'onpt roller told me that one bill for per diem 
was outrageous, and should not he allowed 
—hut it was allowed. In other cases I 
objected to the payment of claims as illegal, 
but they were allowed. I called the atten­ 
tion of the Chief of the Division to certain 
irregular vouchers, and he replied that it 
was none ot my business. There were 
other accounts for $11,000 that, were the rc- 
sultjjof star route trials. I told the Comp­ 
troller they were illegal. He said he had 
signed them without examining them.” 
I 
told him that he could not afford to sign 
them. He replied he could afford to, be­ 
cause he had already done so. I think the At­ 
torney-General influenced the Comptroller 
to allow the $11,1.100. 1 went to the Chair­ 
man of this committee and to Senators 
Van Wvck and Harrison, and attempted 
to have these things corrected, but I found 
every obstacle in my way.” Referring to 
the First Comptroller, Barker said : “ 1 be­ 
lieve Judge. Lawrence to he honest, hut he 
is so exclusively engaged in the production 
of his decisions that he has no time to at­ 
tend to the details of his office.” 
Before adjournment the committee di­ 
rected the Chairman to appoint a sub-com­ 
mittee to investigate the matters referred to 
by Barker. 
A resolution was adopted requesting the 
Secretary ol the Treasury to furnish the 
committee copies of all vouchers on file in 
the Treasurer s department concerning pav- 
mcnt to United States Marshal Wright aii(J 
other Court officials in the Southern Dis­ 
trict of Ohio for general and special Deputy 
Marshals at the Congressional elections iii 
October and for a statement of the amounts 
allowed and paid on account of their serv­ 
ices. 
A resolution was also adopted directing 
the Chairman to request the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral to furnish the committee with copies 
of all corresponden fee between Ins depart­ 
ment and United States Marshal Wright in 
reference to the employment of United 
States Deputy Marshals at the same elec­ 
tion.

C h ic a g o , December 5th.— Edmond Car­ 
rey, who many years held the post of 
French Consul' in Chicago, and who has 
recently been appointed by the French 
Government Consul in San Francisco, ar­ 
rived here this morning from France, en 
route to Sail Francisco. Talking of French 
affairs, Carrev says the Republic is securely 
anchored, and no other system of govern­ 
ment can ever prevail again in France. At 
the same time he thinks too frequent 
changes of the Cabinet is a feature of the 
Government tiiat might be removed with 
advantage.

'WHAT 
PRIZE ESSAY. 


CAN be accomplished 
ON TEN ACHES. 


Methods of Practical Economy and 
Successful Husbandry—Alfalfa— 
Poultry—Fruits—Etc. 


The following essay by C. E. Tease was 
awarded the prize by the Rural Californian, 
of Kan Bernardino, as the best description 
of ten-acre farming: I am going to gire 
von a little of my experience in making a 
home, for the benefit of others wishing to 
settle here. I came to this State altout a 
year ago from Colorado. My means were 
limited, as 1 iiad to make a little money 
go as far as possible. So i rented a faim 
the first season, to learn as much of the 
surroundings as possible. This is a good 
plan. 1 would advise others to do the same. 
At the expiration of my year of renting I 
found 1 had means to buy ten acres at £100 
per acre, and to liny fencing, young trees, 
cuttings for vineyard, one. horse and wagon, 
a few tools, such as plow, harrow, cultiva­ 
tor. hoe, rake, ax, etc., -two good cows, 
twentv-fivechickens, and lumber tor a small 
barn, 19x30, with two sheds on the sides. 
That took about all my means—and no 
house. I built the barn myself, and con­ 
cluded to live in it until Igot able to build 
a house. The lumber for it costabout 5100. 
ATien-liou.se 1 built of lumber, laths and 
•hakes, 10x20 ieet, in two rooms, and a 
shed for shade out of brush. A well was 
obtained with very little cost by digging 
twelve feet. Two things I was very care­ 
ful about selecting—good soil and plenty 
of water for irrigation. My family consists 
of a wife, and three children, the oldest 0 
years. They did not like the idea of living 
in a barn, but were willing to do it in con­ 
sideration of the mild climate. 
I put out mulberry and walnut trees 
along the line of the road. The berries 
are excellent for chickens, and the tops 
make good fuel. I put throe acres in 
raisin grapes, mostly of the seedless Sul­ 
tana; one acre in deciduous trees of all 
kinds adapted to this locality for family 
use; allotted one acre to house and barn, 
which 1 put out in shade trees, both orna­ 
mental and useful; three acres in alfalfa, 
and half an acre in strawberries and black­ 
berries. That left me one and a half acres 
to cultivate. One aere I sowed in wheat, 
harvested it and planted it in corn, of 
which 1 raised two good crups fur the 
chickens. The half acre that was left I 
put into vegetables for the family and mar­ 
ket.We have done all the work on the place 
ourselves, with the help ot a man whom 
we hired for two months. 1 had to get 
into debt a little for provisions the first 
three months. We have lived on our 
home one year this month, and kept an ac­ 
count of nearly all we have sold and what 
we have paid out, so I can tell what, or 
nearlv what, it lias cost me to live. \\ e 
feel verv proud of what we have accom- 
nlislioff"

Our cows ana chickens are now paying 
belter than the first year, and we will 
make three or four times as much from 
them this year. The cows are feeding on 
green alfalfa. Only think ol it good 
pasture up to the cows’ eyes in December. 
This is the best dairy country I ever saw. 
tlreen feed the year around, and alfalfa at 
that—the finest forage plant in the world. 
The old settlers do not seem to appreciate 
it as much as they should. I could not 
get along without iny ever-green alfalfa; 
all kinds of fowls, as well as stock, devour 
it eagerly and fatten on it. But 1 am di­ 
gressing. 
, 
, , . , 
I was going to say the cows and chickens 
were going to pay better tins coming year. 
W e raised nearly one hundred pullets, and 
part of them are laying now, and the rest 
will soon commence to lay. We have been 
selling twenty dozen eggs per week for 
fume time back. 1 lie lowest we sold eggs 
was at 25 cents a dozen for a month or two 
last spring. The two cows are paying bet­ 
ter and will continue to pay l>etter than 
hitherto, liecause when 1 bought them one 
was in farrow. She liad a calf in October. 
The other one gave but little milk until 
last May. We now get four eight-quart 
pailfuls a day, and after using all the cream 
and butter we want, sell from twelve to 
fourteen pounds of butter per week at 40 
cents a pound. Our neighbors say, “ lie 
don't see how it is you get so many eggs 
this time of the year, when wc get hardly 
anv : and your chh kens look so nice and 
healthy.” ’ “ Yes,” we tell them, “ the 
fowls look well and pay well, as they lay 
about all the time except when we use 
them for setting, as their record will show. 
There is no secret about it. Our neigh- 
1 tors’ fowls will «lo as well if they would 
take care of them as well. Ours arc a 
mixed breed, Brown Leghorns predomi­ 
nating. Our chickens roost in a house 
that protects them from draughts and storms. 
Thev have plenty of nests made for them, 
such as thev like, with a china nest egg. 
Their house is cleaned every week and 
swept as carefully as a liouso floor. The 
floor is dirt, made bard and smooth, mud 
being plastered all over the bottom anil then 
dried. The bon-hou.se is whitewashed every 
time it is cleaned, or sprinkled all over 
with lime-wash. 
I slack about four 
quarts of lime in a pan of boiling water, 
and sprinkle it all over, using an old 
broom. We keep soyr milk by them, and 
fresh water in their troughs. It pays me 
better to feed the sour milk to the chick­ 
ens than to pigs or calves. I feed wheat 
in the morning, and corn, buckwheat or 
oats at night. About once a week they 
have a cooked dinner, composed of any­ 
thing we have on hand, such as potatoes, 
squash, apples, beets, pepper or ginger, a 
little sulphur, eornmeal, scraps from the 
table, waste meat from a butcher shop—all 
y>tt well salted. We never have any sick 
chickens—lost only one during the year. 
Their door is closed every night, so that 
nothing can disturb them. Plaster, or 
lime and charcoal are put where they can 
help themselves. About 00 per cent, of 
the eggs wc set hatched out. We sold nine 
dozen roosters when three-fourths grown 
for 5 175 a dozen ; have twelve left and 100 
hens, young and old. 
The chickens 
hatched in February and March corn- 
menced laving in six or seven months, 
when eggs were bringing a good price. 1 
have said a good deal about this little 
chicken business, hut it is very profitable 
far the capital invested, ami I will, no 
don’ t, make enough to support my family 
this venr. What I make from my two 
cows and little farm will be so much to­ 
wards building our house. Aside from 
what we use from the [lace, it costs us f 1 
per day to live here. 
I sowed mv alfalfa with barley, and cut 
alvmt nine tons of barley hay; m t the 
alfalfa three times, getting seven and a 
half tons, which is considered a good yield 
for the first year. 1 planted the three-acre 
vineyard in jmtatoes, then alter plowing 
them out the last time, about the 10th of 
June, 1 planted in squashes between the 
rows in every third row, so I got two fair 
crops from that piece. 1 hail about twenty 
tons of squashes, in my one-acre orchard 
1 sow ill beets between the rows, and raised 
about twenty-five tons. 1 raised a few 
strawberries and had some to sell. One 
acre I sowed in wheat, cut it, and planted 
the same in corn. I had two fair crops tor 
the chickens. They do their own thrash­ 
ing and shelling. The half acre left 1 
planted in vegetables—sweet corn, toma­ 
toes, summer squash, melons, cucumbers, 
lettuce, etc. 1 should have mentioned, 
while speaking of stock, that I have some 
bees. 1 purchased three swarms; the in­ 
crease was one swarm. We made vinegar 
from some of the honey; had what honey 
was wanted to use, aud sold 150 pounds,

S ontlirrn Shat! T ake Jftait. 
In his report to the Commissioner of 
Agriculture of Lhe State of Georgia, I)r. II. 
H. Cary, Superintendent of Fisheries, 
makes a most remarkable statement con­ 
cerning the taking of shad with bait in the 
Chattahoochee river. In order to state it 
correctly we give it in his own words : In 
18S0, 1.000,000 shad fry were planted in 
the waters of Georgia, and in 1881, 1,800,­ 
000. This was the work of the United 
States Fish Commission. In three years 
after the planting they returned to find 
their spawning grounds. Of the planting 
of 1880, 400,000 were released in the Chat­ 
tahoochee, at Iceville, near Atlanta. It 
was not expected that these, fish could pass 
up further than Columbus till fishways 
were placed at the obstructions at that 
place. 
The fry constituting this plant 
were reported to ine as being the Connecti­ 
cut river shad. It is well-known that the 
Connecticut river shad will take the bait, 
and the sportsmen can find in the North­ 
ern markets tackle for shad fishing. The 
South Atlantic shad do not take the bait. 
True to their instincts, shad appeared in 
1883 in the Chattahoochee river below Co­ 
lumbus, and were taken with the hook and 
bait, it is therefore reasonable to suppose 
that the fish thus taken were of the plant­ 
ing of Iceville in is 80. Of the 1,800,000 
shad planted in 1881, 1,000,Q00 were re­ 
leased in the Ocnmlgee at Macon. The 
fish, of course, were due on their return in 
the spring of the present year. I have re­ 
cently visited Macon and made careful in­ 
vestigation in regard to tiie expected re­ 
turn of these fish, and 1 am pleased to say 
that 1 have not been disappointed. While 
there was no particular arrangement for 
catching shad, and hence the catch was 
light, still they must have appeared in 
large numbers, as a sporting gentleman in­ 
formed me full-grown shad were taken in 
considerable numbers, the fisherman stand­ 
ing on the bank of the stream and captur­ 
ing them with the dip net. I mention 
these facts to show with what facility a 
barren river can he improved by liberal 
plantings of the shad fry.—[Forest and 
Stream.

W hen a supjiort is con­ 
sidered necessary for the hind basques, 
except for a very slight figure, the un­ 
natural appearance so often given by such 
a tournure being justly considered by a great 
number of well-bred women as derogatory 
to good taste; besides which, as long- 
waisted bodices are again coming up, an 
exaggeration of this kind may easily turn 
to caricature. Young ladies admire skirts 
with wide long plaits from the waist; and 
accordion plaiting? of all kinds, arranged 
in a charming manner with plain stuff’ 
panels and box-plaits, are also great favor­ 
ites, and extremely stylish while in fresh 
beauty, hut the furore in skirts is the new 
plain skirt—only so called because it is not 
plaited—which is very full and gathered 
at the w aist; these skirts require rich bro­ 
caded silks, satins, broche velvets, likewise 
the woolen materials with chenille already 
mentioned. Coarsely platted, broad woolen 
braid, such as used for trimming officers’ 
uniforms, is the ti .-top of fashion, and no 
other ornamentation is seen on woolen 
sscs, jackets, and mantles for old and 
young. Braids of all colors and shades 
figured with chenille, velvet, cord and so 
on, also metal threads, look beautiful, put 
on in several rows across the hem of the 
skirt, or in lengths between plaits, or drawn 
through buttonholes made in the stiiflj as 
also arranged in loops and rosettes.—[The 
Season for December. 
A young queen of fashion has arisen in 
the person of the young Marquise de Bel- 
Uuif, sister of the Due de Moray. This 
lady possesses a taste for the the bizarre 
and eccentric in dress, and is likely to im­ 
press ljer fancies more or less upon a wide 
circle of admirers. She looks as often like 
a W atteau figure of the eighteenth century 
as like apiece of Sevres china of this. It 
is her fancy to enter a ball-room crowned 
with a wreath of autumn blossoms, not too 
bright in colors, and with a bouquet of sim­ 
ilar flowers in her corsage. Presently she 
touches a secret spring, and both wreath 
and bouquet are brilliant with electric 
light. The other day at the Chateau de 
Belbeuf some private theatricals were per­ 
formed, in which the Marquise took part. 
She chose the role of a gypsy and made 
her appearance on the stage playing the 
violin with much spirit. 
Imagine a honnet shape having rather 
high crown, with brim consisting of two 
crescents, one on either side, the half-moon 
points coming together in center of back 
and front. The frame is covered with 
Kursheedt’s all over embroidered velvet in 
sky-blue ground, with silver stars over the 
surface. On the top, slightly on the 
right side, a silvc-r crescent is secured, 
while a smoke-colored cow in antique sil­ 
ver is mounted on a pin, and is seemingly 
in the act of jumping over the silver half­ 
moon before it. A cloud-like trimming of 
silver gauze is intermixed with loops of 
velvet ribbon, and the face is filled in with 
ruching of silver and white gauze lace, 
through which silver star-shaped orna­ 
ments on flexible stems dance and twinkle 
like real stars through a passing, snowv 
cloud. 
Worth’s genius is illustrated in an even­ 
ing robe of brocade and satin in pale sal­ 
mon and shrimp pink, trimmed with pearl- 
embroidered net, duchess lace and lines of 
pearl beads. The peculiar feature consists 
in the upper portion of the back of train 
being trimmed over and down on each side, 
the end secured beneath pearl-tassolled 
bows of satin. 
A W orth mantle in pearl white, bro­ 
caded with silver, is finished with chenille 
and silver-tinsel fringe. A rare robe, from 
Felix, is in two tones of plume color—pale 
and a rich dark shade in velvet and bro­ 
cade, with trimmings of lace aud electric 
beads. 
Instead of the time-honored orange- 
flower wreath, brides now wear the veil 
fastened with several large diamond or 
Rhh 
crystal [tins, the orange flowers 
forming bouquets wherewith to loop the 
draperies, or adorn the corsage only. 
The baby sash will be in great favor this 
season: it will form the most beautiful 
ornament of certain • hall dresses, and all 
dresses of lace, white or black, will have 
their wide sash of ottoman moire, velvet 
and rich brocade. 
Very great will he the fureur for gal­ 
loons, either of velvet or wool, s[ igled 
with gold, silver or steel. Milliners are 
quite iond of them, and cover our bonnets 
and hats with them. 
The lace dress, so fashionable for sum­ 
mer outdoor wear, is utilized for indoor 
dress this fall, and will be the dress of 
highest economy for mid-winter as well. 
Hats and bonnets are to he this winter 
most fantastically extravagant. They are 
to have odd shapes borrowed from history, 
from table and even from the stage. 
Trained dresses are de ritfueur for occa­ 
sions of the highest ceremony, bnt they 
are worn only l.v married women, or un­ 
married ones no longer young. 
For children, the most popular dresses 
are the Mother Hubbard yoke and holokus 
dresses and plaited blouse over-garments. 
The “ cow-juinped-over-the-moon ” bon­ 
net is perhaps one of the most striking of 
the season. 
DECORATIVE NOTES. 
Fancy little pin-cushions and needle- 
cases combined are made in the shape of a 
tiny fan. Cut from card-hoard three cir­ 
cular pieces two inches in diameter, with a 
piece one inch and a quarter long and 
three-eighths of an inch wide, projecting 
from one side for the handle. Cover two 
of the card-hoards with blue velv> t for the 
outsides, and line one of them with silk of 
the same color as the velvet; also cover 
one side of the third piece of eard-board 
with tlie same silk, and placing a layer of 
cotton smoothly between, blindslitch this 
piece firmly to the one covered only with 
velvet. Cut from white cashmere two 
smaller circular pieces to hold the needles; 
buttonhole the edge of each piece with 
blue silk and fasten them on the inside of 
one of the covers. Hew the circular part 
of the covers together three-eighths of an 
inch, at a point just opposite the handle, to 
serve as hinge, and tie around the handles 
when closed a tiny ribbon bow. 
Handsome portieres shown at the Dec­ 
orative Art Society's rooms are of dull 
gold silk material, in which corded coils 
are wove n; a hand of amber-oolored plush 
one-half yard deep is placed across the bot­ 
tom, and one somewhat narrower across the 
top of each. Between the bands arc in­ 
terspersed groups of oak leaves and acorns 
cut in natural size from the amber-colored 
plush and fastened down with fiiloselle in 
couching stitches, and the veins in the 
leaves are worked with silk a shade darker. 
The groups of leaves consist sometimes of 
two with three acorns, and at others of 
three leaves and an acorn and empty cup; 
the cup part of the acorn is filled with knot 
stitches in dark brown silk to resemble the 
natural roughness. 
Portfolios for holding engravings or 
etchings are made by cutting two pieces of 
pasteboard the desired size and covering 
them on the outside with garnet velvet or 
plush, one piece used for both covers, leav­ 
ing three-fourths of an inch space between 
the pasteboards for the back. Liue it with 


pale olive-green satin or silk, and Work on 
the plush a spray of morning glories with 
line embroidery silks—make some of tho 
blossoms a pale blue and some faint rose 
color. The spray should begin at lower 
right hand corner and extend diagonally 
three-quarters of the way across. W ithin 
this cover is another of the material of the 
lining, and in it are fastened the engrav­ 
ings and etchings to be preserved. 
Writing-cases for note paper are made in 
a similar manner, only somewhat plainer. 
The covers can he of black silk, satin or 
unbleached linen, and embroidered with 
silk in some simple design, little loops be­ 
ing fastened on the edge in which to slip a 
pencil. The paper used for these is rather 
heavy, square in shape, with flap at the 
top, and intended to he so folded as to en­ 
velop itself. 
Blotters are made quite ornamental by 
cutting them any shape that is liked, and 
fastening four or live together by a delicate 
ribbon bow ; on the outer blotter paint in 
water colors some pleasant design—Green­ 
away figures or hunch of flowers. In some 
cases a little calendar is combined with the 
design, which renders them more useful. 
A worn-out emery can he so renewed by 
covering it with brown cashmere and glu­ 
ing it securely in a gilded acorn cup as to 
he more attractive than it was perhaps 
originally.—[Corr. Ladies’ Floral Cabinet. 
HOUSEHOLD NOTES. 
To wash heavy linen stair covering, if 
von have stationary tuLs, run warm water 
into two of them ; put your linen into the 
first tub, take one end of it and lav it 
smoothly against the hoard that forms the 
division of the tubs, and with a clean 
scrubbing-hrnsh and plenty of soap, scrub 
evenly as much of the cloth as will cover 
the hoard ; when that is done, slip it over 
into the second tub and scrub another por­ 
tion. W hen it is all scrubbed, rinse and 
starch in the usual manner, and you will 
find that when dried the linen will he per­ 
fectly clean, and will not be spotted as is 
the ease where soap is rubbed on the linen 
and a rubbing-board is used. If you have 
no stationary tubs, take a smooth, clean 
hoard and place it in your tub as you 
would a rubbing-board, and lay your cloth 
on it to scrub.—[Ladies’ Floral Cabinet. 
A writer says concerning moss roses: 
“ The number of moss roses that are really 
perpetual is comparatively small, but it 
comprises a few that are so free and good 
that they should be grown wherever flow­ 
ers are in request for filling vases and 
other receptacles in the drawing-room. 
The two varieties that we find the most 
valuable are Blanche Moreau, a beautiful 
variety with pure white flowers, and Mad­ 
ame Moreau, which bears flowers of a Ver­ 
million hue. 
The moss roses should 
invariably be grown in bush form, for as 
standards they are singularly inetieetive, 
whilst large hushes present an exceedingly 
beautiful appearance and yield large sup­ 
plies of flowers.” 
Javelle water for bleaching and remov­ 
ing stains is made as follows: Dissolve one 
pound of sal soda in a tin vessel on the 
stove. Put one-half a pound of chloride of 
lime in a wooden pail and pour on enough 
cold water to dissolve it. Pour the soda 
in the pail and then fill it with boiling 
water. When it has settled strain through 
a cloth and bottle for use. This will re­ 
move mildew or any stain except ironrtLst. 
Let the garment lie in the javelle water 
until the stain disappears. 
Beeswax aud salt will make your rusty 
flatirons as clean and smooth as glass. Tie 
a lump of wax in a rag and keep it for 
that purpose. When the irous are hot rub 
them (ir.-t with the wax rag. then scour 
with a paper or cloth sprinkled with salt. 
To remove iron rust from white goods— 
Cover the spots with tine salt; squeeze 
lemon juice over it and lay it in the sun. 
If the first application does not remove the 
iron rust repeat it until It does, as it will 
not injure the fabric. 
When one has had a fever and the hair 
is falling ofi', take a teacup of sage, steep 
in a quart of soft water, strain it oil'into a 
tight bottle. Sponge the head with the 
tea frequently, wetting the roots of the 
hair. 
Don’t 'waste your time scouring your 
bread pans—bread never bakes as well in a 
bright tin. Indeed, the best bread pans, if 
one can afford to have them made, are ob­ 
long ones made of Russia sheet iron. 
A household writer says: For “ greas­ 
ing” the griddle, cut a white turnip in 
half and rub the griddle with it. It causes 
no smoke, smell, taste or adhesion, and Ls 
better than butter or grease. 
To scour knives easily, mix a small 
quantity of baking soda with your brick 
dust, and see if your knives do not polish 
better. 
Paint spots may be removed from any 
kind of clothing by saturating with equal 
parts of turpentine and spirits of ammonia. 
Pickles or vinegar will not keep in a jar 
that has ever had any kind of grease in it. 
Never put a hot iron directly upon silk, 
it takes the life «tut of it.

Manufacture tif G lass H eads. 
’ above manufacture includes turned 
ma -i.e beads, pressed, drawn and blown 
descriptions. 
The first-named kind was 
first manufactured in Venice, and about 
200 years ago "'.is introduced into the 
Fichtelgcldrge district of Bavaria. 
At 
first the heads lor rosaries were the princi­ 
pal articles made, and they are still pro­ 
duced in Bavaria, whence they are ex­ 
ported in quantities to Spain, Portugal, 
etc. 
The manufacture is, however, less 
important than formerly. As an illustra­ 
tion of the scale of production, it is re­ 
marked that a workman can make of some 
kinds of beads as mauy as 36,000 per day. 
In contrast to the heavier Bavarian de­ 
scriptions come the Venetian productions. 
These are mostly beads for embroidery. 
The process of manufacture is a curious 
one. The glass is drawn into thin tubes 
and then cut up. The beads are afterward 
placed in heated drums, where the sharp 
eornera are rounded off. 
After being 
rubbed in chalk and charcoal they are 
strung together. In Bohemia a kind of 
bead for trimmings is made in a similar 
manner. In making the blown or so- 
called lamp heads a bellows is employed, 
in which a paraffine or gas flame is brought 
to a blow-pipe flame. In this process, as 
carried out in Venice and Thuringia, 
draw! 
are made on the glass balls 
or 
heads with pointed 
instruments 
mad. 
of glass, 
and 
these designs 
are burnt in by the flame. The deadening 
process, so extensively employed, is both 
chemical arid mechanical in its character. 
In the chemical operation hydrofluoric 
acid is used, by means of which the surface 
of the glass is removed. There was form­ 
erly another process used in France, which 
was a secret. A German workman, how­ 
ever, found it out by accident. This is the 
sand process, which is now used in Thurin­ 
gia for the operation of deadening. The 
manufacture of pressed beads is eflceted by 
pinchers of suitable form. Tho glass is 
heated on a moderate fire and brought into 
the mold. In this manner heads and but­ 
tons are produced in very effective styles, 
both plain aud colored. Of course the 
beads have to pass many times through the 
workman’s hands before completion. 
To 
this branch belong the amulets which are 
sent to the Gold Coast, and are used in 
various sizes, according to the rank of the 
wearer. Originally these amulets were 
made of agate, but as this.substance is eight 
or ten times dearer than glass tho latter 
material has been adopted. The Central 
German Society of Industrial Art has 
lately lieen giving attention to this subject, 
on which a lecture was delivered by Herr 
Bettmann, of Frankfort, himself a manu­ 
facturer of the articles in question.—[Jour­ 
nal of the Society of Art.

And are tired, and hungry, and cold, and w et!

A N ew G am e fo r C hildren. 
We mention this game, which we believe 
has never appeared in print, because not 
only many may take part, hut, like really 
go»d games, amusement and perhaps some 
instruction may he derived in playing it, 
and any number may play at the same 
time. Let us suppose that ten children de­ 
cide to play this game of “ Names.” Each 
player is provided with a long slip of paper 
and a pencil, and if one of the players has 
a watch so much ti.e better ; if not a clock 
must be used. One commences by calling 
out: “ Girls’ names commencing with A; 
two minutes allowed.” 
Each player then 
write* down all the girls’ names that he or 
she can recollect, and at the expiration of 
the two minutes “ tim e” is called. Then 
the oldest player reads from his or her si ip 
all the names he or she has written down, 
s y Amy, Amabel, Alice, Ann, Annie, Ar­ 
mando, Aileen, etc. All the other players, 
as the names are read out, cancel amy name 
read out. If, for instance, all have written 
Amy, all cancel Amy, anil count one mark. 
Say six players have Amabel and four 
have not, each of the six count one mark, 
those who have not thought and written 
down Amabel get nothing for Amabel, and 
so on through the list. The object of the 
game is to teach the children all girls’ and 
boys’ names. When the marks have been 
allotted for all the names the total of the 
marks are read out and noted on each slip. 
The players then proceed in similar man­ 
ner for all boys’ names commencing with 
A, such as Alfred, Abel, Adam, Andrew, 
Arthur, etc. The game can be continued 
till all the letters of the alphabet are ex­ 
hausted, hut practically young players 
rarely care to “ do” more than thirty sets, 
or fifteen letters consecutively. 
Various 
names crop up, and the memory is well ex­ 
ercised, and children generally vote it 
great fun. 
Any one introducing pet or 
fancy names, such a- Pussy, Kit, Teddy, 
etc., forfeits two marks, unless it he ar­ 
ranged that they bo allowed.—[Little 
Folks' Magazine.

bis musket lie was shot down by a cannon 
ball, 
liis impression was that the hall had 
passed through his legs below his knees, 
completely severing them, for he suddenly 
sunk down, shortened, as he believed, to 
the extent of about a foot in measurement. 
The trunk of the body fell backward on 
the ground, and tlie mail’s senses were par­ 
alyzed by the slioek. Thus he lay, motion­ 
less, among the wounded and dead all 
night, not daring to move when conscious­ 
ness partially returned, lest the loss of 
blood should be fatally increased. That 
he felt ho pain he attributed to the stun­ 
ning effect of the shock on his nervous 
system, and he was still rncnttliy too 
numlicd to lie able to reason as to why he 
had not bled to death.

Government-house, 
arsenal, barracks and Custom-house stand 
on wide boulevards and, with the exception

used to believe when school boys, but for 
assumption, and in the case of the Para­ 
guayan city is well bestowed, for it is not 
often in South America that there can be 
found a city that is more assuming politi­ 
cally, socially and generally.

While 
the men sit at home and drink and smoke, 
they iudetatigably toil and support the 
families.

H ow W oollen Spools are M ade. 
Tiie birch is first sawed into sticks four or j 
five feet long and seven-eighths of an inch } 
to three inches square, according to tlie i 
size of the spool to be produced. These ' 
sticks are thoroughly seasoned. They are j 
sawed into short blocks, and the blocks are j 
dried in a hot-air kiiu. 
At the time they i 
are sawed a hole is bored through them. J 
One whirl of tiie little block against sharp ■, 
knives, shaped by a pattern, makes tlie j 
sjiool at tlie rale of one per second. 
A j 
small boy feeds tlie spool machine, simply j 
placing the blocks in a spout and throwing 
out tlie knotty or defective stock. The ma­ 
chine is automatic, but cannot do the sort­ 
ing. The spools arc revolved rapidly in 
drums and polish themselves. For some 
purposes they are dyed yellow, red or 
black. They are made into thousands of 
shapes and sizes.

THE CHRONICLE, THE RAILROADS, AND 
THE SENATORIAL CONTEST. 


If the political utterances of the San 
Francisco Chronicle had any weight with 
the public, it would not lie its fault if 
the railroad corporations of the State 
should sooner or later change their present 
attitude of neutrality concerning the Sena­ 
torial contest. 
If the Chronicle was pos­ 
sessed of one tithe of the political influence 
it arrogates to itself, its present efforts 
would force upon the railroads the al­ 
ternative of an apparent public repudiation 


noxious to the Chronicle, and who had 
fallen heir to its malignant resentment. 
The one was Dr. C. C. O’Donnell, candi­ 
date for County Coroner ; the other was J. 
J. Flynn, candidate for County Clerk. It 
is needless to say both were elected, the 
former by a majority so large as fo give to 
his opponents the ludicrous appearance of 
having been literally snowed under. Illus­ 
trating the adage that “ fools will enter in 
where angels fear to tread,” the Chronicle 
obeys the promptings of an old and chronic 
malice toward ex-Senator Sargent, and, 
apparently unmindful of the consideration 
that its opposition to Sargent—if it can by 
any possibility he supposed to have any 
effect upon the result—will inure to the 
benefit of the only other candidate who 
possesses a reasonable chance of success, 
and whom it so recently denounced as 
guilty of every conceivable species of 
moral, political and civil crime. 
But. not­ 
withstanding the insignificance of the 
Chronicle’s utterances upon this or any 
other subject, its attempt to dragoon the rail­ 
road into participating in this Senatorial 
contest 
is noteworthy. 
Between high- 
minded, just, honorable and able men— 
men capable of serving the commonwealth 
efficiently, and according to all interests 
just and honorable treatment—the railroad 
companies can by no possibility have a 
choice. 
Happily no man sharing the sen­ 
timents of malignity professed by the 
Chronicle toward transportation interests, 
or who, if elected, would prostitute the 
office to any purposes of unreasoning hos­ 
tility toward these interests, can receive 
an election to the position of LTnited States 
Senator from this State. 
But the Chronicle 
is seeking to attach to the contest the sig­ 
nificance of a general railroad issue, hoping 
by the defeat of the candidate it opposes to 
produce the appearance of a public repudi­ 
ation of railroad interests, and a correspond­ 
ing vindication of its own course. 
If this 
action on the part of the Chronicle could 
have any effect, it would be in the direc­ 
tion of forcing the railroad companies 
to 
considerations of 
self-respect and 
self-defense — to 
take 
effective meas­ 
ures 
to 
protect 
themselves 
against 
such a result. 
It 
has not been, and 
cannot be shown, that the selection of any 
one of the candidates will have the slight­ 
est influence in determining the course of 
national legislation oil any question grow­ 
ing out of any real or pretended trans­ 
portation issues. 
There is no sense in 
which the choice of a United States Sen­ 
ator from among the candidates now before 
the public involves the solution of any 
transportation problems. 
The Chronicle 
has not offered one word of evidence tend­ 
ing to establish the conclusion that any 
railroad issue enters into the contest either 
directly or remotely. 
It simply reiterates 
with stupid monotony the c-harge that the 
railroad corporations of the State are sup­ 
porting Mr. Sargent’s candidacy and de­ 
mands his defeat at the hands of the 
Republican majority of the Legislature. 
By such indirect means it evidently hopes 
to produce the appearance of a public 
vindication of the general course of the 
Chronicle, and a co-relative repudiation of 
railroad corporations.

Senatorial fight is glaringly apparent, but 
not more apparent or obvious than that it 
will fail in this undertaking.

The report of the Postmaster-General,

When the vast ex­ 
tent of the territory over which mail 
routes are maintained is considered, and 
the fact recalled that the charges for the 
home service is uniform regardless of dis­ 
tance or difficulties of transportation, it 
cannot lie said that the excess*of outgo is 
great. Thu theory upon which the postal 
service Ls conducted is not that of self­ 
support. The most that has been aimed 
at is to make it as nearly independent as 
may be. 
W ith the reduction of postage 
and tiie extension and increase of mail 
lines, it might reasonably have been ex­ 
pected that 
the 
shortage would have 
lieen greater. 
The revenue for 1SS4 was 
£2,170,565 53 less than that for 1583. But 
it is important to know that £819,599 62 
of the shortage is due to the payment of 
liabilities of previous years. Or, in other 
words, exclusive of the railroad credits the 
expenditures for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 
18S4, 
were 
£47,224,560 27. 
There was paid to Postmasters £968,436 41 
more than in the previous year, or £333,- 
S30 87 in excess of the appropriation made 
by Congress. This deficiency was unavoid­ 
able, because the law allows Postmasters to 
retain their compensation out of the pro­ 
ceeds of tlicir office, before turning over 
the surplus to the Government. The Post­ 
master-General estimates the receipts fur 
the ensuing fiscal year at £51,272,820, and 
that the expenditures will lie £56,099,­ 
169 50, so that there will lie a deficiency 
to lie supplied bi Congress of £4,826,349. 
Figures are exhibited in detail, and by 
comparison, to show that expectation has 
not lieen disappointed relative to the re­ 
sults of the lowering of the postage rate 
from three to two cents. The loss of reve­ 
nue, when that factor is considered, and 
the regular increase of expenditure over 
income irrespective of the decreased rate, 


also taken into account, has not been 
nearly so great as there was reason to have 
anticipated, while the experiment has 
shown that the reduced rate has greatly 
stimulated correspondence and led to a 
large substitution of sealed letters for open 
circulars and postal cards. 
It has resulted 
also in a great decrease in the number of 
insufficiently-prepaid letters deposited in 
letter-carrier Postoffiees for mailing to 
other places, thus saving a great deal of 
trouble to Postmasters and great delay in 
the transmission of letters, to say nothing 
of the annoyance to both senders and re­ 
ceivers of letters. 
The Postmaster-General is convinced of 
the wisdom and economy of the letter-car­ 
rier system, as increasing accuracy and 
thoroughness of delivery, diminishing the 
numlier of dead letters and diverting to 
the Postoffiee many letters that would 
otherwise be delivered hv private expresses 
and messengers. 
It also stimulates mail 
and local correspondence and increases the 
postage on the latter. 
It Ls recommended, 
and we think with wise force, that the car­ 
rier system he extended to permit aggrega 
tion of the population of several small 
communities situated near and contiguous 
to each other, to fill the requirement of 
20,000 of population necessary to secure 
carrier service. 
This would enable the 
Department to abandon many small offices 
and to afford the people a better service, 
by far, than they now secure. 
The free delivery service is now largely 
self-sustaining : it lias proved a great aid 
to the Department and a great convenience 
to the people, and the popular voice will, 
therefore, fortify the recommendation of 
the head of the Department, that the people 
will he still more benefited- by a reduction 
of local letter postage to one cent. 
On this 
topic the official says; 
The reasons for such a reduction seem to me 
stronger than those presented for the reduction 
of postage on mail letters to two cents. Letters 
which are strictly local in character involve hut 
comparatively little expense to the Depart­ 
ment in their handling, and therefore the im­ 
pression very generally prevails in cities where 
the free-delivery service is in operation that the 
present local rate of postage (two cents) is ex­ 
cessive: at least, that it is immoderate in com­ 
parison with the transmisión by mail and de­ 
livery by carrier of a letter from New York to 
Sun Francisco for the same amount of postage. 
So far as known, the reduction of the rate on 
mail letters lias met w ith great favor, and the 
public undoubtedly believes that it should tie 
the aim of a prosperous Government to reduce 
the rates of postage on mail m atter whenever 
practicable. 
Considering, therefore, the very 
large revenue derived from the letter-carrier 
service during the past year, the time seems 
propitious for a reduction of the postage on 
local letters to one-half their present rate. J 
am conlident that such a change would result 
In a very considerable increase in the number 
of local letters mailed, and that the free-delivery 
revenue would not be so greatly impaired 
thereby as to prevent it from again reaching 
the present amount in a few years. 
One recommendation by the Postmaster- 
General is in line with that made by his 
predecessor, and greatly interests the pub­ 
lic. 
In many cities messenger companies 
do a large business in the speedy and 
prompt transmission of local letters, thus 
facilitating communication in business cir­ 
cles. 
The telephone and district messenger 
and letter-express companies are all of this 
order. 
The 
Postmaster-General 
holds 
that the 
public 
has a right to ex- 
jiect the same speed 
and promptness 
n the transmission and delivery of letters. 
He therefore urges the adoption of a spe­ 
cial delivery stamp, to cost ten cents, and 
the affixing of which to a letter shall in­ 
sure its reception by the party addressed 
as speedily as is possible after receipt at 
the office. To effect this lie would, at all 
letter-carrier offices, have a number of 
messenger hoys employed, as business should 
warrant. 
These special-delivery letters 
would he delivered by such immediately 
upon receipt. 
W hile the 
Postmaster- 
General does not refer to it, our recollec­ 
tion is that the former report of the De­ 
partment advised that such delivery take 
place up to as late an hour as 9 o’clock at 
night, and begin before usual breakfast 
hours. 
At least the idea was to carry it 
into as many of die twenty-four hours as 
is possible without the employment of a 
night force of clerks. 
r 
Still another recommendation is of espe­ 
cial interest to the public. 
It has been 
found that less than 6 per cent, of the let­ 
ters conveyed exceed a half ounce in 
weight. 
It is recommended, therefore,that 
the unit of weight in rating letters lie in­ 
creased to one ounce. This would dimin­ 
ish the revenues hut very little, and it is 
believed would be more than compensated 
by the increased postage on small pack­ 
ages, which heretofore sent as third or 
fourth class matter, would, in the event of 
the proposed change, be sealed and sent as 
first-class matter. 
Time would also be 
saved to employes in the service in exam­ 
ining unsealed packages with a view of 
detecting written matter, and woiiid di­ 
minish the number of losses in small pack­ 
ages, since sealed matter is less liable to 
loss than that which is unsealed.

A STRANGE COMMENTARY. 


A CHANCE FOR FAP-SUCKER3. 


Our 
Democratic 
friends, who 
have 
looked with “ greenish” eyes upon the 
civil service reform law as cutting them 
short of the political rewards they hold to 
be tlicir due, now that the cattle are once 
more at the crib and have a chance to fat­ 
ten, must be gratified to learn that there 
are offices enough to go around without 
raiding upon those protected by the civil 
service hill. There are, we are told, 80,000 
appointments which maybe used as “ pap,” 
and distributed as spoils. 
A Democratic 
House of Representatives can easily in­ 
crease the roll by creating the necessity for 
several hundred clerks and Sergcants-at- 
Arms, and a proper diqio-al of surplus 
revenue will increase the spoils places and 
give employment to five or six hundred 
bosses, contractors, foremen and the like, 
and twice as many workmen upon forts, 
rivers, roads and ships. 
Even Secretary 
Lincoln, of the W ar Department, comes to 
the aid of our hungry neighbors, and re­ 
ports that in the office of the Adjutant- 
General arc very valuable regimental rolls 
that have, by constant handling for twenty- 
four years, in procuring information niain- 
lv in pension cases, become almost de­ 
stroyed, and that it is absolutely necessary 
that more than one hundred thousand of 
them be entirely recopied at once. This 
work, it is estimated, will take the con­ 
stant labor of one hundred skilled men for 
at least three years. 
The Adjutant-Gen­ 
eral urges that a suitable force be provided 
for restoring these records, as the work 
cannot be done with his present force en­ 
gaged in answering calL- from the Pension 


Referring to the raids of Oklahoma 
Payne and his fanatical followers, over 
whom this desperado exeercised such a 
strong influence, the Secretary of War, in his 
report,says: “ Information received at the 
W ar Department indicates that the, pres­ 
ent leader of these intruders is an advent­ 
urer who has found a profitable source of 
money-making in organizing colonies to go 
into the Territory. 
As I have heretofore 
stated, the only penalty for the offense 
committed by him and those whom he de-’ 
ludes into joining these colonies, is the 
tine which may lie imposed under Section 
2148 of the Revised Statutes, and the fine 
cannot lie collected; and I renew my rec­ 
ommendation that an amendment of the 
statute be made to provide for imprison­ 
ment, as it is believed that such a punish­ 
ment would prevent his vexatious raids, 
aud save a very large expenditure now in­ 
curred in the movement of troops employed 
in executing the law.” Probably never before 
in the history of the country has the head 
of a department of the Government been 
called upon to move Congress to enact a 
law intended .solely to defeat the vicious 
aims of one man, who defied the statutes 
and the army, and laughed at the power of 
the Government to prevent his depreda­ 
tions. 
A few days ago Payne fell dead. 
But the remarks of the Secretary apply to 
the lieutenant of Payne, who is quite as 
much a rascal as was his late principal. 
There are some six hundred members 
of the fanatical gang, who will consider 
Payne’s spirit as still 
leading them. 
Singular as 
it may seem, there 
are 
large numbers of people in the United 
States who maintain that these rascals 
are in the right, and that the 
Indi­ 
ans occupying the Indian Territory, guar­ 
anteed to them by the solemn deed and 
treaty of the Government, have no rights 
the white man is hound to respect. 
It is, 
indeed, a sad commentary upon the ideas 
entertained by many people of what law 
and liberty are, that the W ar Department 
has been driven, in resistance of false sent­ 
iment and in repulsion of raids born of it, 
to establish a new military district—the 
District of Oklahoma—the sole purpose of 
which act is to prevent a reourrance of the 
unlawful acts this class of “ liberalists” 
foster and commit. 


BUSINESS DEPRESSION. 


There is at this time serious business 
depression throughout the country. 
But 
it is not of the panicky order. 
It is the 
legitimate fruit of overproduction in the 
first instance and vicious assaults upon 
capital in the second. The latter will be 
disputed, though it is capable of demon­ 
stration. No amount of writing will cure 
the evil all now realize. 
No amount of 
bemoaning the situation will avail. 
No 
speculations upon causes will serve any 
purpose except to make us wiser in the 
future. The present is sufficient, for to­ 
day, and the duty of the present is to 
economize without that excess of retrench­ 
ment that brings distress; to cultivate 
forbearance, and do what we may to bear 
each others burdens; to seek for new in­ 
dustries to replace 
those 
permanently 
crippled, and to turn our attention to de­ 
velopment of neglected resources. There 
is no reason to apprehend long-continued 
stagnation, nor great distress; hut business 
is sufficiently crippled to demand wise 
economy and carefulness in movement, but 
by no means relaxation of energy. 
It is at 
such times’as the present that the demand 
is most pressing for vigor as well as for 
caution. 
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F i c h t e ’s S c ie n c e o f K n o w l e d g e ; A C r i t i c a l 
E x p o s it io n . 
By Charles Carroll Everett, I). 
D. Chicago: S. C . Griggs & Co. Sacramento : 
C. S. Houghton. 81 25; 1 vol., 8vo. 
This belongs to the same class known as 
Griggs’ Philosophical Classics, which in­ 
cludes Kant’s ’‘Critique of Pure Reason” 
and’Schelling’s “ Transcendental Idealism.” 
The present volume presents a very attract­ 
ive and succinct statement of the original 
argument of Fichte. The treatment is in 
the light of the acknowledged results of 
philosophic inquiry, and is intended to pre­ 
sent an independent estimate of merits and 
deficiencies. 
The author very properly 
first considers the man, presenting Fichte 
to us as one of the marvelous minds. Be­ 
neath his imperiousness and irascibility Dr. 
Everett finds a deep spirit of reverence and 
docility. 
Thus Fichte claimed mastery 
only as he realized bis own strength arid 
the weakness of those around him. lie early 
manifested the passion of the orator, and 
while herding geese upon the plains would 
repeat with all oratorical effects the sermons 
he had heard in the parish church. This 
drew attention to him and led to liis being 
p u tin the way of an education. 
He was 
heroically a self-disciplinarian, and while 
yet a mere lad, denied himself indulgence 
in mere story recitals, because absorbing 
too much of his time that couid be devoted 
to higher purposes. 
His great ambition 
was to influence men, but this ambition 
was not at all gratified in his early man­ 
hood. because of poverty that forced him 
to labor as a tutor. 
He was a natural 
teacher, gifted with peculiar powers as an 
instructor. 
His first acquaintance with a 
superior mind was formed when he met 
Kant at Konigsberg. His philosophy satis­ 
fied liis spirit in the product of what he 
regarded as a gospel of joy and peace. 
W hile yet a tutor he began the study of 
Kant. Kant's “Reason” touched him deep­ 
est. His first work was entitled ’‘Attempt 
at a Critique of All Revelation,” and so 
greatly resembled Kant as to be credited to 
the latter for 
some time. 
His third 
monograph—a 
treatment 
of 
the 
French 
Revolution — secured 
him 
a 
place 
in 
the 
faculty 
of Jenu. 
But, from precisely the same cause, he lost 
liis place as his treatment created jeal­ 
ousies and published him as a revolution­ 
ist. Pupils under his tutorship were fortu­ 
nate, indeed, for, as Dr. Everett puts it, 
•‘lie was an ideal 
professor—his philo­ 
sophical lectures were profound, original 
and full of life. He had a steady ambition 
to preach, and this was first manifest in 
Sunday lectures that proved great helps to 
students and were 
enthusiastically re­ 
ceived. 
liis philosophical system was 
published at Jena, beginning with “The 
Principles of the Complete Science of 
Knowledge.” and followed by ”‘ Natural 
Rights” and “ Ethics.” 
Later came bis 
philosophy of religion, but not until the 
precedent statements of it in a journal he 
edited had brought him into the deep 
waters of trouble, and he was laid under 
charges that brought about his resignation 
at Jena. Goethe was the chief spirit antag­ 
onistic to Fichte in the Council that tried 
him. Everett thinks that had Fichte been 
more discreet in his defense Goethe would 


have been less the official, and thus 
the former might have been saved to the 
University. 
Fichte went to Berlín and 
followed a professorship and published a 
popular exposition of his system, and in 
succeeding years followed his great works. 
Everett constantly compares Fichte to Car­ 
lyle. Both were terrible prosecutors of the 
follies of their age, and brought to bar the 
weaknesses of civilization with unmerciful­ 
ness. After the war with France he gave, 
in 1807, the celebrated lectures to the Ger­ 
man people, that won him his warmest 
place in the German heart, for he pointed 
to a noble future, lifted up the fainting, and 
outlined the possibilities for Germans, and 
for the first time he was a recognized leader 
of men, and the great ambition of his life 
was gratified. 
Professor Everett's volume takes up first; 
Problems Considered in Relation to Kant, 
and next, Problems Considered in Them­ 
selves; the I ami the W e; the Method of 
Fichte; the Not-Me end its Relation to the 
I ; the Antinomy of the Not-Me; the Prac­ 
tical Solution of the Antinomy ; the Deduc­ 
tion of Perception and Other Mental Process­ 
es ; the Deduction of the World of Objects, 
and its relation to the Activity of the 1; 
Transition to Ontology; Comparison with 
Schopenhauer and Hegel. 
Everett con­ 
cludes with Herbart, that this man who 
held that all being is knowledge—not sub­ 
jective, but absolute and independent ex­ 
istence, through which all individual con­ 
sciousness exists—this man, who ridiculed 
theSpinozan doctrine that involved, as lie 
held, the absurdity of a philosophy of 
being,independent of the thought; this man 
gave to philosophy a new problem, the 
problem of “ Thu 1 
that he gave to it a 
new method, that of thesis, antithesis, and 
synthesis and that lie gave to it a new ideal, 
that of unity of principle and result. He 
sought to restore to philosophy its old 
meaning, to make it love o f’ wisdom 
rather than of mere knowledge; a power 
in the life, more <ruly than a speculation 
of the thought. Dr. Everett’s work lias 
been well done, and presents Fichte in a 
light that must greatly aid readers of that 
philosopher.

B y Edmund Yates. 
New York: Harper A Bros. San Francisco; 
A. I.. Buncrott A Go. 
A readable book, by a popular novelist. 
It is largely anecdotal, and includes many 
interesting letters. It give; us a very pleasant 
and often a very amusing insight into lite­ 
rary and club life in London, and some 
charming glimpses of the private life of 
notable literary men of the century. The 
least interesting portions to us have been 
those in which Mr. 5'ates treats of matters 
relating wholly to liis personality. We do 
not, however, include in this remark those 
features of the book which relate his expe­ 
riences with the literary lights of the age. 
But in, indeed, most that relates solely to 
himself, Mr. Yates deals with inconse­ 
quential things—he even goes 
to 
the 
amusing extreme of telling us of his pass­ 
ing the stage of juvenile ailments, and 
snares not tiie trivialty of a carbuncle on 
his neck, which delayed his marriage. And 
here let it be noted, be fails to tells us 
whom be married, save that she was a 
young lady witli whom he fell desperately 
in love, though he dedicates the book to his 
wife in warmest terms of praise. The 
volume gives us a very interesting glimpse 
of the life o f a staff correspondent, editor 
and literary utility newspaper man. It 
abounds with bright anecdotes and flashes 
of wit, and is altogether a very enjoyable 
volume.

MILITARY NOTES. 


Syn op sis o f S u g g estio n s a s to L e g is la tio n - 
R eg im en ta l E n ca m p m en ts. 
The topic of conversation in m ilitary 
circles, the past week or two, has been the 
probable results of the convention which 
met in San Francisco December 1st. The 
attendance at that meeting from the out­ 
side brigades was very light, owing to the 
uncertainty as to when, where and how it 
was to be held, and it was developed dur­ 
ing the session that the San Francisco offi­ 
cers knew as little about the m atter as those 
from the interior. However, the outcome, 
ive believe, will be more beneficial than the 
most sanguine expected. 
The formation 
of a State "officers’ association, if properly 
carried out, will be of great benefit. It will, 
in fact, unite all the State officers in the 
sam e ratio that boards of officers unite the 
various companies of regiments and battal­ 
ions, and the interchange of ideas will 
m ake the meetings a good school for in­ 
struction, more particularly for the officers 
of unattached companies, and these com­ 
panies should see to it that a representative 
from each is present at all meetings. 
A num ber of proposed am endm ents to 
the codes were subm itted to the Judiciary 
and Legislative Committee, to be examined 
and reported on at the next general m eet­ 
ing of officers, which is to be held at the 
First Regiment armory in San Francisco, 
December 15, 1884. 
Prom inent among 
these am endm ents are the following : The 
idea of having an arm ory in San Francisco 
that will accommodate the entire Second 
Brigade, and also that the State may own 
the arm ory of the First A rtillery Regiment 
in Sacrament©; m aking the Adjutant-Gen­ 
eral of California Brigadier, instead of 
M ajor-General; 
the election of Brigadier- 
Generals by the field and line officers of 
the respective brigades, instead of their ap­ 
pointm ent by the Governor as now ; 
a 
change in material of uniforms, which will 
enable companies to greatly decrease the 
cost; adding February 22d as a legal parade 
d a y ; a law providing that the annual target 
practice m ay take jilace at an y tim e during 
the m onth of September, at the option of 
battalions or companies. 
This will enable 
companies to have separate days to shoot, 
instead of compelling all to shoot on the 
same day, and the Inspector of Ritle Prac­ 
tice can thus superintend the practice of 
all. 
An am endm ent was also proposed to re­ 
duce the m inim um num ber ol privates in 
cadet companies from forty to thirty, anil 
to allow these companies one-half the al­ 
lowance of regulars instead of one-third. 
A special committee, consisting of all the 
Inspectors of Ritle Practice and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ranlett, of the Fifth Battalion, was 
apjiointed to suggest measures for target 
practice. The m atter of changing the law 
relative to Courts-martial, so that upon the 
recommendations of Captains of companies 
men m ay be dishonorably discharged, met 
with the unanim ous approval of the Con­ 
vention. An am endm ent was also intro­ 
duced to compel all staff officers to undergo 
an exam ination before commissions are 
issued, and was commented upon favorably. 
If carried out it will result in having officers 
on the various stalls who will understand 
som ething of the duties of their respective 
positions, and thereby increase the respect 
of the public generally for the National 
Guard. Surgeons and Chaplains will prob­ 
ably be exemjited from exam ination, as it 
would in the first place be difficult to get a 
Board of m ilitary officers who would be 
competent to exam ine a Surgeon in sur­ 
gery or a Chapluin in theology—the latter 
especially. And secondly, the two officers 
mentioned are not expected to know much 
about m ilitary matters, but all other stuil 
officers are. 
• 
If the State should purchase an arm ory 
in Sun Francisco and Sacramento, it could 
secure itself by deducting the am ount now 
paid by companies for arm ory rent from 
their quarterly allowance, until such time 
as the armories were paid for. and they 
would then be the property of tlie State 
w ithout having cost anything. 
The m atter of increasing the allowance 
to cadet companies is a necessity, as at 
present they do not receive more than 
enough to pay arm ory rent, and have to 
beg the public lor money w herewith to 
purchase uniforms. 
It the allowance is 
not increased, better abolish these compan­ 
ies entirely. 
The m atter of encam pm ents was talked 
about in the Convention, and the belief 
expressed tiiat regimental encam pments 
were more servicable than brigade or di­ 
vision encampments, as in the latter there 
was likely to be too m uch jiarading and no 
drilling or instruction. The necessity of 
having these encam pments continued was 
strongly urged, and th at a fixed sum be 
set apart by law for the purpose. It was 
also the opinion of leading officers that the 
law should be so changed that battalions 
and unattached companies could derive 
some benefit, and by a concert of action get 
at least six companies to encamp together, 
the whole to be under a com petent com­ 
mander. 
There is not much doing in local m ilitary 
circles at present, outside of the weekly 
drills; and this rem inds us that an am end­ 
m ent will be introduced to compel all 
uniformed 
comjianies of the National 
Guard throughout the State to drill weekly 
in future. 
The city companies will have a battalion 
drill about the 17tli of this m onth. The 
new roll of Company F is nearly com­ 
pleted, and it is expected that this company 
will m ake rajiid strides in drill as soon as it 
gets its business aifairs straightened out. 
Arm ory H all Association has it in con­ 
tem plation to build a gallery on the north 
end of the m ain hail, with an entrance 
therefrom to the armories of Companies A 
and I-'. 
It will he so arranged that the 
band can have its quarters there when 
playing for balls or concerts. The officers’ 
quarters will also be fitted up in better 
style, and donations of paintings and en­ 
gravings representing 
m ilitary subjects 
will be thankfully received for the purpose 
of decorating the walls. Portraits of gen­ 
eral officers—field, staff and line—will be 
hung on the walls, the floor will be car­ 
peted or painted, and the quarters gen­ 
erally made more inviting and comfortable.

Tu remove stains from prints or pictures 
the following recipes give excellent direc­ 
tions : 
1. Grease sjiots, if of long standing', may 
lv- taken out with caustic potassa, applied 
in a more or les- concentrated solution to 
the back of the sheet of paper in question. 
The printing, which may have a grsvish 
appearance after the removal of the g,ease 
spot, should be touched up by an ap­

For grease spots of recent date, carbonate 
of potassa (1 part to 30 parts of water), 
chloroform, ether and benzine, prove of 
good service.

2. Wax spots will disappear rapidly, if, 
after soaking in benzine or turpentine, the 
spot is covered With folded blotting paper 
and a hot iron applied, until the dissolved 
wax is ahsorbed.

T he Irrig a tio n C onvention. 


F r e s n o , December 5th.—In the Irriga­ 
tion Convention, at the evening session lust 
night. Wm. Ham. Hall. State Engineer, 
took the floor, and said that State control of 
water was not advisable. He alluded to 
the i»ast history of irrigation at some 
length. The Legislature had a great deal 
to do in the matter. He compared our 
system and that of Spain, France, etc., and 
advocated the formation of irrigating dis­ 
tricts among the irrigators themselves, thus 
forming a cheek on equal distribution. If 
riparian rights go out, the laws should set 
up safeguards. Marsh's paper in the agri­ 
cultural report for 1874 is recommended to 
all irrigators. Capital ought to be invited 
into every irrigated country. Water rights 
should he made good security for the in­ 
vestment. Now capital is; driven off to 
Colorado. He described the work he has 
been engaged in for the irrigators under 
orders of tlie State. 
Professor Wiley, chemist of the State 
Agricultural Department at Washington, 
took the lloor, and read a paper on the 
chemical uses of water in plant growth. 
This morning the Chairman explained 
that all discussion on irrigating subjects 
were in order, and B. Marks, of Fresno, 
addressed the meeting, pointing out that 
we were not monopolists, but small land­ 
holders. He did not think the Legislature 
should interiore in irrigaron: condemned 
the present adm inistration: pointed out 
our wealth, which was in the water at pres­ 
ent under our feet, which extended the 
usefulness of irrigating waters; spoke in 
favor of an appropriation law, and the pro­ 
viso that it must he used for beneficial pur­ 
poses. Riparianists do not exist in the 
State. They want water themselves for 
their land. ' The Courts should not estab­ 
lish such rights. Nature has fitted us for 
irrigation, and our law must comply. The 
Spanish grant system is a fraud. He praised 
the Fresno Water Company’s plan of sell­ 
ing water rights and attaching them to the 
land. 
George Church, of Fresno, read a paper 
on the duties of Judges. He pointed out 
the purity of the first principles of law, 
and wished to see a return to them. We 
would in that case get our rights. 
This afternoon Judge North, of Fresno, 
addressed the Convention. He thought the 
precedents in law were too much sought 
after, and the first principles neglected. 
Law established the rights and welfare of 
men. and was the voice of the people. They 
could alter it at will. The English com­ 
mon law was only recognized as a guide in 
decisions, when applicable. 
Irrigators’ 
rights are pre-eminent to riparian rights. 
He commended Mr. Church’s paper. 
The following was submitted by the Com­ 
mittee on Legislation and Resolutions: 
First—That the cubic foot per second be 
adopted as the unit of measurement throughout 
the state. 
Second—It is important ami desirable to in 
stitute a system of making all water rights a 
m atter of proof and record. 
Third—A declaration by the Legislature that 
all ilie water of the State, in natural streams 
an d lakes, belong to the people, and are subject 
to appropriation by the people for irrigation, 
mining, manufacturing auu other useful pur­ 
poses. 
Fourth—To provide the machinery for the 
voluntary formation of irrigatiou districts, by 
which the owners of land may acquire water 
rights, and assess the lands for the purpose of 
constructing canals, ditches or other irrigation 
works, or for purchasing those already con­ 
structed ; provided that the waters already ap­ 
propriated shall thereafter be utilized as at 
present through the existing works, or the ex­ 
tension of the sume, so far a? may be necessary 
lor the irrigation of lands dependent thereon; 
and further provided, that 110 lands shall be 
taxed for the construction of works of irrigation 
except lauds actually to be irrigated by said 
works. 
Filth—To so extend the law of eminent do­ 
main as to allow an irrigatiou district, or a cor­ 
poration outside of an irrigatiou district, to con­ 
demn and pay for rights ot wav, lauds, canal 
ditches and water claims and rights of whatever 
nature, held by any i>ersou or corporation, or 
any other private rights of property, however 
existing or acquired, or by whatever name 
designated, which may be necessary for the ap­ 
propriation or use of water; provided, that in 
condemning water used at the time of the com­ 
mencement of an action for the same, a mani­ 
fest greater public interest shall be shown; that 
the irrigation district, with power, is defined as 
the sub-district within the hydrographic dis 
triet, while the hydrographic district is one 
without condemnatory power, but with regula­ 
tion power only. 
Sixth—To provide for a thorough and com­ 
plete annual accounting for all the waters used 
by any and all districts or companies, aud for a 
t 
iro p e r d is trib u tio n o f th e w a te rs o f a n y s tre a m 
let ween the appropriated, aud for such other 
jtolice regulations us may he necessary. 
1. Where there is so wide a diversity of opin­ 
ion as uow exists in this state as to what the 
law is in relation to water rights, it Is clearly 
the duty of the law-making power to so improve 
it as to leave it free from all ambiguity, and 
render it definite and easy to be understood by 
the people and the < ourts. 
2. That the Legislature has this power is made 
plain by Section 2, Article I. oi the Constitution, 
which reads as follows : 
“ All political power 
is inherent in the people. Government is insti­ 
tuted for the protection, security and benefit of 
th e people, and they have the right 10 alter or 
retorm the same whenever She public good may 
require it.” 
s. The Coustitution of our State recognizes and 
sanctions the appropriation of water, and does 
not r. cognize or sanction the doctrineof riparian 
rights. Its language is as follows: “ The use 
of all water now appropriated, or that may 
hereafter be appropriated for sale, rental or dis­ 
tribution. is hereby declared to be lor public use, 
nnd subject to the regulation and control of the 
Slate in the manner to be prescribed by law.” 
■1 Title VIII of the Civil Code, providing for 
the appropriation of water, is the law of the 
Elate. and wherever the common law of En­ 
gland is antagonistic to or inconsistent with any 
section of said title, it has no force or efiect as 
law in this Stale. 
5. Law is defined by our Code as the will of 
th e people, s ileu m ly expressed. The language 
o f the C ode is us follow s : Section 446C. Law is 
a s o le m n e x p re s s io n of the w ill of the supreme 
power of the State. Section 1167. The will of 
the supreme power is expressed : I. By the Con­ 
stitution: 2.

He stationed the subordinate officers so as 
to keep the passage way clear from the 
room, where the Rev. Fathers were admin­ 
istering the sacrament, to the scaffold. He 
also assigned places to the representatives 
of the press. 
TH E SCAFFOLD. 
The talking and smoking ceased. At 
10:44 tlie prisoners, having kissed the cross 
for the last time, Torres on the left arm of 
Father Sorrentini, followed by Soto, on the 
left arm of Father Smith, tlie Sheriff aud 
keepers escorting and following, walked 
from their room into the large, cold and 
somewhat gloomy room of four brick walls 
and roof, known as the old jail, where the 
scaffold was erected. The distance from the 
entrance to the foot of the flight of steps 
leading to tlie s c a f f o ld — about twenty feet— 
was lined on one side by those in waiting 
and on the other side bv the wall. The 
scaffold was tent 
'above the ground and 
10 bv 12 feet, 
K ü one side against, the 
wall' The clergymen gave their words, of 
encouragement and consolation, and so 
continued until the drop of the trap, just 
before which Father Sorrentini gave them 
a parting kiss. They had no desire to say 
anything, having so expressed themselves 
in the waiting-room. 


TH E TRAP SPRUNG. 
Sheriffs Dakin and Bennett adjusted the 
nooses and black caps on the prisoners. 
They were neatly attired ;n new suits of 
black. The spectators hardly knew what 
to look for next, when suddenly the holts 
were drawn, the trap opened'noiselessly 
and Torres dropped through with a full 
fall that broke his neck. He was pro­ 
nounced dead in six minutes after the fall. 
Soto fainted, presumably from 
partial 
strangulation, by the noose being drawn 
too tight when put on, and fell down on 
his back on the sealfold and had to be 
pushed off into the opening of the trap­ 
door. Ilis neck was not broken, and he 
died of strangulation in nine minutes. 
Half an hour after the bodies were cut 
down and delivered to Mrs. Hidalgo, an 
aunt of Soto’s. They will be buried to­ 
morrow. 
Thus ended the lirst execution for mur­ 
der in this county since 1S67, when one 
Valenzuela was hanged for the murder of 
Frank Johnson.

Ten bondsmen on the Mendocino County 
Treasurer’s bonds have withdrawn their 
names, the recent January steal being the 
reason assigned. 
The new steamboat being constructed on 
the bank of the river opposite Yuba City 
is fast approaching completion. The decks 
are being built, and it will be ready to re­ 
ceive the machinery in a week or so. 
The Tax Collector of San Benito county 
reports collections very slow. Owing to 
the low price of wheat the farmers have 
sold very little. He says the county de­ 
linquent list will be larger than for several 
years past. 
Charles F. Hartwig, a civil engineer, 
formerly employed 
by the Guatemala

America, died at Oakland on Sunday night, 
from the effects of an overdose of lauda­ 
num taken on Saturday. 
Two hands of sheep, one numbering

Shasta county expects the location of a 
smelting works at a central point on the 
railroad, above Redding.

The official returns of the Arizona Terri­

The New Orleans Times-Democrat speaks 
as follows of the California exhibits in the 
Exposition : 
Colonel Andrews, the Commissioner for 
California, 
being compelled 
to return 
home, transferred the charge of his depart­ 
ment to C; B. Turriil, A. G. I’, and T. A. 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad, and in 
charge of their magnificent exhibit. 
This 
wide-awake and accomplished gentleman 
has made arrangements for a display that 
will fill twice the space of 21,001) square 
feet allotted this division of the State ex­ 
hibits. 
The following will indicate the 
breadth of their exhibit: 
The Pomona Grange of Sonoma county 
lias sent 1,500 specimens of minerals, 
grains, dried fruits, 
crystallized 
fruits, 
raisins, etc. 
The mineral display of California will 
he composed in the main of valuable pri­ 
vate cabinets which have been kindly 
loaned for this purpose. 
The special feat­ 
ure of her exhibit will be her agricultural 
productions, for which she has lieeome 
famous. There will Ik- a great variety of 
grain in ear and shelled, embracing 1,000 
different kinds; the soils 011 which these 
are produced will be shown. There will 
be a large display of forage plants.in bun­ 
dles and bales. Also a line collection of 
trees and garden shrubbery such as have 
been profitably introduced. 
These em­ 
brace 600 varieties. 
Mr. Turriil said were 
the distance less, there would have been a 
vigorous contest with our sister State of 
Louisiana for the supremacy in the line of 
rare and lovely cut (lowers. 
A section of 
one of the famous redwood trees is to lie a 
part of the exhibition, also a solid lioard 
7x14 feet made from one of the.-e trees. 
All of the tallies, shelving, etc., used in the 
California exhibit will be made of this 
w o o d and finished in its natural color. 
There will also be a tine collection of the 
botanical b e a u ties of California, showing 
it- ferns, exotics, honey plants, etc. Among 
the vegetables to lie exhibited will he 
squashes weighing over 200 pounds and 
averaging fourteen to the ton. -There will 
be specimens of bamlioo, bananas, citrons, 
etc.; also of wines and the honey product, 
showing how by the use of an artificial 
comb the “ busy bee” is made to econo­ 
mize four-fifths of her time in gathering 
honey. 
The silk industry will be given ample 
space, in order to show the method of silk- 
culture as practiced successfully in the Pa- 
citii States. 
A display of soap by the largest manti- 
fai turer west of the Mississippi will lie a 
very ornamental feature of the exhibit. It 
will lie artistically arranged to represent 
towers, cufiólas, arches, etc. 
Varnishes, 
coffee, teas spites, chocolate, in both the 
raw and manufactured state, will be exhib­ 
ited. 
Large photographs of imposing scenery, 
of mines, mills and manufactories, and ele­ 
gant buildings will not Ik? the least attrac­ 
tive part of this elaborate display. 
The identical shovel by which the first 
dirt was thrown in the opening of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad, which began the de­ 
velopment of the grand Pacific railway 
system, will he shown.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


E . E . H olcom b, o f th is city, w ho is now 
in New Y ork, w ho stands six ieet h ig h an d 
w eighs 210 pounds, offers to w restle an y 
m an for $500 a side. 
The case of George \Y. Emerson, who 
shot Adolph Spreckels when the latter at­ 
tempted to take the life of M. H. De Young, 
was dismissed Friday morning on the 
grounds that the hearing had extended 
over the statutory time of six days. 
Miss Hattie Crocker was given a “ Wel­ 
come hom e” party Thursday morning by 
the children of the Silver-street Kinder­ 
garten. Several prominent gentlemen were 
present, among them Senator James G. 
Fair, who donated $500 to the school. 
A Coroner’s jury in tlie ease of little 
A rthur Pomeroy, who was found dead in 
the saud, returned a verdict ol' accidental 
death. After returning from the inquest 
young Fitzpatrick was taken into the olfice 
of the Chief of Police and subjected to an 
examination, but did not change tlie story 
from that last told. 
The body of Patrick Cummings, a well- 
known attorney-at-law, was found floating 
in the bay off Broadway wharf Thursday 
afternoon. Appearances indicated that the 
remains had been in the water about thirtv- 
six hours. 
It is presumed that he had 
fallen through one of the many ceadly 
mantraps which ornament the water front. 
A young German named Fred. W. Ges- 
secke attempted to commit suicide Friday 
morning by locking himself in a room, 
stopping all apertures and turning the gas 
on. The smell of gas led to the room being 
forced open. The occupant was found ill 
an unconscious state, and taken to the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital and revived. He is still 
in a critical condition. He is believed to 
have come from Colma station, San Mateo. 
Recently a lot on tlie southeast corner of 
Van Ness avenue and Clay street was sold 
by John F. English to Mrs. Margaret 
Crocker. It was stipulated in the deed that 
neither a church nor a livery stable should 
be erected 011 the lot within ten years. It 
transpires, however, that the lot was pur­ 
chased for Porter Ashe, and that he con­ 
templates building a private stable upon it. 
This fact has raised a storm of indignation 
among the neighbors, and English refuses 
to couvev the lot. 


PASSENGERS FROM TH E EAST. 


T h e V iticu ltu ra l C onvention. 
In San Francisco Thursday evening the 
Yitieultural Convention was addressed by­ 
several. General Francis Darr said that in 
New York he had found it very difficult to 
obtain good California wine, since all tlie 
best varieties were sold, as he afterward 
discovered, under foreign labels. I let bought 
the wine-maker’s greatest difficulty con­ 
fronted him after his wine was made. He 
had that evening had it brought to his no­ 
tice in dining with a hospitable friend. We 
do not drink our own wine. The prejudice 
was not founded altogether upon non­ 
appreciation of a domestic wine, hut upon 
a false pride as well. 
He thought that if the restaurant and 
hotel proprietors could be induced to pur­ 
chase and furnish their guests with Califor­ 
nia wines, a taste for them would soon be 
developed. If America consumed thesame 
amount of wine in proportion to territorial 
extent as France does, a supply of 1,800,­ 
000.000 gallons would he needed. The pro­ 
hibition movement, tlie speaker thought, 
was injuring the market fur wine. Another 
thing was the unlimited production of 
beer. To successfully compete with this 
beverage wine producers must take care to 
make their product pure. He thought that 
a great thing for the producers at large 
would be the construction and maintaining 
of a large wine warehouse somewhere upon 
the shores of the bay, in which wine could 
oe stored until such time as it aged suffi­ 
ciently to find ready sale, while in tlie 
meantime the owner could raise money 
npon his warehouse receipts, as is done in 
the wheat business. 


REMARKS OF M. M. ESTEE. 
M. M. Estee said that in this country 
wine was a luxury, while in Europe it was 
an article of necessitv. From this reason 
Americans wanted only the very best wine, 
bur, fortunately for some producers, many 
of our Eastern friends don’t know a good 
wine when they taste it. They start in by­ 
buying the fashionable French wines, and 
thereafter purchase by the label of the bot­ 
tle and not by what is inside. 
He thought we should not be too proud 
to learn our business of wine-making from 
the European producers. We cannot ex­ 
pect to discoverin adecade what the French 
have been a thousand years in acquiring a 
knowledge of. It was not a good idea tobe 
led away by a fashion in planting vines. 
The great area planted in Zinfundel was an 
instance of this. It was a good variety and 
would make a good wine, hut the' best 
quality could never he made from it. Many 
of us would live to see the time when there 
would not he a Zinfundel vine in our vine­ 
yards. This grape was almost unknown in 
Europe. As a means of driving away for­ 
eign wines, the speaker recommended mak­ 
ing tlie very best quality ourselves. Wine- 
producers should not shun the shy-bearing 
vines. The host vines were made from such. 
He ditl not like to hear of vineyards pro­ 
ducing eight to ten tons per acre, and con 
sidered this a blow to life wine industry. 
There are no glutted markets for good 
wines. It is only tlie common brands of 
which there is a larger supply than de­ 
mand. 
TH E MARKETS FOR W INES. 
J. B. J. Postal then briefly explained a 
former remark of his concerning which 
sorue misunderstanding had arisen, after 
which F. Pohnsdortf took the stand to 
speak upon the subject of the disposal of 
our wines. He began by stating that we 
mu.- look to northern countries or markets 
for our products—climates where the people 
need -‘ warming up” occasionally. Eng­ 
land was par excellence the market for 
everything good, no matter what the cost, 
next to which came Russia, the patrician 
classes of which resemble tlie English in 
their tastes. At present they both use the 
European product. We cannot yet hope 
to supplant this foreign supply in these 
markets, but in a few years may hope to do 
so. thanks to tlie increasing excellence of 
our productions. If we cannot exactly 
manufacture the fancy wines produced In 
Sicily and upon Neapolitan soil, we can at 
least 
hope 
to 
approach 
them 
very 
nearly. 
Mr. 
Pohnsdorff 
continued 
at 
some 
length 
upon 
tjiis 
sub­ 
ject, after which Mr. Schaeffer, of St. 
Helena was called to the stand. He did 
not claim to have a very great deal of ex­ 
perience in the matter of wines, since he 
dealt chiefly in his own production. He 
thought all our wines would in time find a 
market if they were properly made. We 
have inanv which arc so, but there is little 
which is of sufficient age. The sending of 
wines which are “ too young” to the East 
is a Fruitful source of the ill favor with 
which our products are regarded abroad. 
'On liiis account he considered overproduc­ 
tion a blessing, since it compelled the wine 
to be’kept until it acquired some age, but 
he wit- - irrv that the burden of keeping it 
rested principally upon the producer. The 
speaker denounced tiie high rate of freight 
charged 011 some lines of railroads. He 
declared wine could bo shipped to some 
parts of Texas by way of St. Louis, or even 
New York cheaper than direct. At least 
such was his own experincc. 


PROFITABLE V ARIETIES. 
Mr. De Turk, of Santa Rosa, liad cometo 
the conclusion that the United States must 
be the market for our wines, lie doubted 
whether any* of us would ever live to see a 
profitable shipment of any size to Europe. 
The statement that a vast quantity of Cali­ 
fornia wine had been shipped abroad and 
afterward imported again as foreign wine, 
he denounced as an impossibility. There 
was no use expecting to receive funcv 
prices for our product, it is better to work 
for the million—produce a good, cheap 
wine, which everybody can and will buy. 
Better a reasonable profit and steady trade 
than high anil fluctuating prices, ending 
too often in a crash and general demoraliza­ 
tion. 
The session closed witli some remarks by 
Charles A. Wetniore on tlie necessity of 
the merchants uniting with the producers 
in endeavoring to find out what varieties 
of wine can most profitably be produced 
and sold. 
He criticised the merchants for 
this failure to do their duty in this respect. 
He thought Mr. Estee was wrong in ad­ 
vising vineyardists to aim at the higher 
grades of quality at the expense of cheap­ 
ness of production. He asserted that the 
question of securing ¡1 lame market for 
wine in America.rested with the women. 
If they would consent to use it at the table, 
toe consumption 
would 
increase 
to 
1,000,000,000 gallons a year.
